Arab diplomats, meanwhile, said they have enough 
votes to move the session from New York to Geneva so 
Arafat can address the world body on the Palestinian is- 
sue. 

Perez dc Cuellar, in a statement released through a 
spokesman, said the decision to deny Arafat a visa to en- 
ter the country runs counter to the 1&17 ogreement under 
which the United States promises not to interfere in U.N. 
matters. 

'The secretary-general regrets the denial of the visa 
application of Mr. Yasser Arafat, chairman of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, by tiic U.S. authorities,'' 

. said spokesman Francois Giuliani Sunday night. 

"Such a decision is incompatible with the obligations of 
the host country under the Headquarters Agreement. If 
maintained, this action is likely to complicate and ren- 
der more difficult the further debates on the question of 
Palestine and the situation in the Middle East in the cur- 
rent session of the General Assembly. 

This would be unfortunate at a time when, in the view 
of the secretary-general, the recent meeting of the 
Palestine National Council in Algiers provides fresh op- 
portunities for progress towards peace in the Middle 
East," Giuliani said. 

The Palestine National Council, a PLO parliomcnl-in- 
exile, proclaimed an independent Palestinian state dur- 
ing its meeting in Algiers on Nov. 15. 

Death toll rises in 
Thailand floods

BANGKOK, Thailand — Soldiers on Sunday un- 
earthed villages buried in mud slides ofter a n'cek of 
heavy rains that caused Thailand's worst natural disas- 
ter in recent decades, officials said. 

Th ey said 370 bodies werejou^, but at least 800 peo- 
ple arc believed dead from the floods that hit 12 southern 
provinces, said Col. Qunchom Chavamsil, spokesman 
for the Fourth Army region. 

He said 689 people were injured, 305 others were miss- 
ing and thousands were homeless. 

About 14,000 people hove remained in emergency re- 
lief centers, down from the 60,000 people at the height of 
the floods, he said. 

"Teh helicopters and 12 boats transported the troops 
and rescue teams Sunday to villages in the southern 
Nakhon Sri Thammarat province, the worst hit area, 
Bunchom said. He said planes dropped food and sup- 
plies to isolated villages. 

Skies wore cleor in the province Sunday after heavy 
rains Saturday lught, he said.

more, Calif. Both are ln-ing scrutinized. 

TIk- department also has been plagued 
by problems tliat fuive shut down produc- 
tion at two major nuclear weapons mate- 
rial.s laboratories, tlie Savannih River 
Plant in Aiken, S.C., and the Feed Mate- 
rials Production CenUT in Fcnuld. Ohio. 
Production h;is stoppi-d on two key

The victims included at least 12 
relatives of Carlos Humberto Guerra 
Callcjas, a dvitian assigned to the 
military in the village of El Aguacate, 
the government said. Aguacate is

Guerra CaUmas d^ppeared

Range reha bilit ation tries to repair fire damage

■ TWIN FALLS - The firefighters may 
have gone home, replaced by the cold, the 
snow and the rain, but repairing fire damage 
goes on. 

• At the Shoshone District of the Bureau of 
Lend Management, specialists in such fields 
as-wildlife and soils are working to rehabili- 
tate range land burned by wildfires during 
the 1988 fire season. 

"We're trying to prevent wind and water 
erosion and the invasion of cheatgross," said 
Steve Ellis, Monument Resource Area man- 
ager. "When the vegetative cover in an area 


is destroyed by fire, soil erosion may be ac- 

vaaion of w^y species that arc noxious or 
highly flammable." 

Chcotgrass, which often takes over burrted 
areas that arc not reseeded, is lughly 
flammable, Ellis said, and the plant offers 
more competition for brush trying to make a 
comeback. 

-While-fires-raged-ovcr much of-thc-westr 
the Shoshone District had a quiet fire season 
this year. More than 6,000 acres were burned 
by ?Ifirc8. The 38-year average is more than 
40,000 in 75 fires. 

Nearly half the acreage in the Shoshone 
District fires is scheduled for formal fire re- 


habilitation. The mainstay of that rehabilita- 
tion is scedirtg perennial grasses and herbs. 

All burned areas lari^r than 100 acres arc . 
considered for rehabilitation. Evaluation is 
dortc be a team of experts including o 
wildlife biologist and, watershed, range and 

rehabilitation specialiks. 

A formal rehabilitation plan is based on 
factors such as erosion potential, availalnlity 
-of-a-nalural seed source and the threat of in- 
vasion by undesirable species. 

The team considers terrain, soil types, ex- 
isting and potential vegetation, precipitation 
and the records of previous rehabilitation ef- 
forts in formulating a "suitabte and cost-ef- 
fective treatment," according to BLM Range 


Conservationist Dick Mayberry. .• 

The price tag for rehabilitation of three 
fires in the Monument Resource Area is 
about $85,000, Ellis said. For three fires in 
the Bennett Hills Resource Area, rehabilita- 
tion is estimated to cost more than $81,000, 
saijJ'Stcve Langcnstcin, wildlife biologist. 

"’When have a fire you have to consid- 
er more tlum the suppression cost,” he said. 

RohabilitaUorvon an arson. fire, thc.Spud. 
Patch fire in the Timmerman Hills north of 
Shoshone , will cost about $8,000 to reseed 429 
acres. The 335 acres burned by the Picabo 
fire will cost about $11,500 to reseed, Ellis 
said.

Seed cost makes up a substantial portion 
of the rehabilitation cost. Prices rango .from 
$1.24 per pound for ladok alfalfa to ^.20.per 
pound for fourwing saltbush. Crested wheat- 
grass runs $2.50 per pound, and Russian wild 
rye is $2.15. The seed is spread' at about 6 
pounds per acre. 

Most seeding is done with a "range drill," 
Ellis said. Similar to seeders used by local 
farmcrs.'the range drill is In^cr and made 
for heavy 'lisc. It is about 16 feet wide and 
holds up to about 400 pounds of seed. 

Seeds drop at a controlled rate from hop- 
pers into grooves cut by discs.

Assuage winter's 
drying effects 
withnioisture care

TWIN FALLS — You iUh. You itch all over. It feolB like little 
ants are running all over your body. You don't hove bumps or a 
raeh.,6utboydoyouitch. . 

"It’s the winter itch,” says Judy Jones, Twin Falls dennatolo* 
gy nurse for doctors TTiad Scholcs arid Alan Olmstcad. It's dry. 
itchy skin and it plagues thousands of Mope Volley residents 
each year. 

Dry skin is due to lack Of moisture, not lock of oil, in the skin, 
explains Jones. 'WnUjr itch is caused by our cold, dry weather, 
complicated by sun arid wind. And our bathing habits and skin 
care products arc also to.blamc. 

Hoi showers or long baths, for example, may temporarily case 
the itch, she says. But hot water takes the moisture from your 
skin, and actually worsens the problem. 

Researchers have learned that the soilness and flexibility of 
the skin's uppermost layer is determined by its water content. 
In other words, water is the critical moisluriring factor of your 
skin. 

Aging and heredity have key roles in determining your skin's 
moisture content. Environmental factors — like low humidity, 
wind and sun — have n similar efTccl. In time, dry skin may be 
more vulnerable to bacterial invasion, and may become wrin- 
kled, brittle or leathery — signs of age. 

"Providing optimum moisture balance is the key" to prevent- 
ing those lizard lines, according to Moijic Woody, soles director 
for Mary Kay cosmetics. Although not everyone's skin changes 
with the seasons, "Dry skin tends to got dryer in the winter." she 
soys. 

Summertime sun worshippers who spend winter days indoors 
give Uicir skin some relief from sun's drying cficcts. But wcll- 
nented homes may zap the skin of much of its moisture. 

Tb minimize those long-term effects of chronic dry skin, advise 
the TWin Falls dermatologists, use a sunscreen regularly. You 
may also want to odd moisture to your environment with a hu- 
midifier. 

And choose — and use — moisturizers and soaps carefully. 

Scholcs and Olmstcad recommend a few lotions by name 
(Moisturcl and Nutraderm are their favorite body lotions. Com- 
plex 15 and Epilyt are bc.st for hands). But they say they aren't

Itching is a 
sign of sensitive skin; scratching the 
itch heightens tho sensitivity, and a 
harsh soap will make things even 
worse. 

You can get clean without using 
soap, says Jones; if the skin is 
severely dry, it may be necessary to 
avoid all soaps. But mild soaps (such 
as Dove or Ivory) are gentle enough 
to use regularly. 

Cosmetics may contain ingredients 
that irritate senBitive, dry skin. Re- 
member, too, that the more skin 
products you use, the greater the risk 
that your skin will react to some- 
thing. 


For her dry skin clients. Woody 
sometimes recommends switching 
basic products (cleansers, masques 
and fresheners) in favor of those with 
extra moisturizers, humectants (in- 
gredients which help the skin retain 
moisture) or emollients (creams or lo- 
tions which lock in the moisture 
already present in the skin). Water- 
based make-up may be replaced by 
cmollicnt-bascd products for the win- 
ter. 

Dry skin may also be more prone 
to irritation caused by detergents, 
oven cleaners and other chemicals. 
And although rubber gloves protect 
your hands from these harmful prod- 


ucts, they also prevent evaporation of 
perspiration. 

. Wear thin cotton gloves inside your 
rubber gloves, advise the dermatolo- 
gists, but don't wear them for more 
than 16 or 20 minutes. Make sure 
the rubber gloves have no holes, and 
that the skin above the gloves does 
not come into contact with the chemi* 
cals. 

For those with atopic dermatitis, 
winter may be especially trouble- 
some. But acne and other skin prob- 
lems aren't generally worsened dur- 
ing the cold weather.

LONDON (AP) — Women numers who 
diet obsessively are more likely to become 
skinny and undernourished rather than im< 
prove their perfonnanco and risk developing 
anorexia nervosa, a sport 'medidne expert 
sold. 

'We arc getting to hear of many female 
runners, some of uu 


icm at international level, 
who-havc- become . tr a pped by - an o rci ia.lsaid - 
Dr. John Fox, chief doctor for Britain's track 
and field federation. 

There are those who suffer from the condi* 
tion and have hot got tho willpower to get out 
of it," Fox said. "But there ore also many oth- 
ers who ore running and training every day 
who do not realize they are sufTcring from 
tho problem." 

Fox| chairman of the British Amateur Ath- 
letics Board's medical commission,- has-con>- 


tributod to^ booklet on the subject 

Entitled Tbo Ihin lb Win?" and published 
cariicr this month by a branch of t^ Interna- 
tional Amateur Amlctic Federation, Urn 
booklet outlines tho dangers of obscssivo di- 
eting among athletes and what to do when 
tho problem of anorexia arises. 

Anorexia nervosa, which literally moans 
-lossrofappetite-for nervous-reasons^involves- 
pcoplc who dcliteratcly starve themselves to 
the state of acute — and sometimes fatal >- 
malnutrition. 

Over the years, the booklet said, there have 
been many tniric cases of young women who liu 
crally starved uicmsclvcs slowly to death. 

In an interview with The Associated Press,

Women should take steps to avoid AIDS 


W;\SHINGTON (AP) - With AIDS 
increasingly striking women, those 
women at highest risk of exposure 
should make extraordinary cfTorts to 
avoid contracting the deadly disease, 
even if that means possible abandon- 
ment, physical harm or never haring 
children, a private study said last 
week. 

Tho report from the Women's Re- 
search 8i ^ucation Institution, The 
American Woman, 1988-1989," noted 
that AIDS is growing faster among 
women than among men or children. 

Figures from the federal Centers for 
Di.'.casc Control show the number of 
AIDS cases rose 106.1 percent for wom- 
en from 1987 to 1988, 49,5 percent for 
children and 31.4 percent for men. 

To combat this rapid increase, the 
new report — a compilation of exist- 
mg studios — said programs aimed, 
at educating those most at risk are 
imperative," even if the conscaucnco 
bf knowlo^c is the icrioui diinip- 
tion oflives.

Only when these women, who of- 
ten feci helpless nnd dcprt?ssed over 
their lives, believe their actions will 
make a dificrcncc can traditional 
AIDS-cducation programs have a 
real impact, the report said. 

The CDC estimated that 2.839 
women were diagnosed with AIDS 
during the first 11 months of 1988, 
compared with 1 ,377 for the same pe- 


riod a year earlier. For men, the com- 
parable numbers were 24,538 and 
18.674; for children 474 nnd 317. 

Worse than the number# them- 
selves. the report noted, was an as- 
sessment by the CDC that there are 
50 limes to 80 times as many women 
who arc infected with the precusor 
rirus to AIDS as have been diag- 
nosed with the disease itself.

FDA proposes new aspirin labeling 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration last week 
proposed new labeling requireroenta 
for aspirin that would caution preg- 
nant women against taking the popu- 
lar pain reliever during the last three 
months of prc^ncy because of the 
threat of bleeding. 

It is similar W tho wdming already 
required for ibuprofen, a pain reliev- 
er introduced in 1974 and marketed 
under such names as Advil and 
Nuprin. 


The aspirin warning would soy: 
"IMTORTAl^T Do not take this prod- 
uct during tho last three ihonths of 
pr^nancy unless directed by a doc- 
toe Aspirin taken , near the, time of 
delivery may cause bleeding prtib- 
Icma in both mother and child." 

In a related move, the agency pro- 
posed to expand a warning on oc- 
etaminophen products, such as 
lyicnol and Anacin-3, that alerts con- 
sumers te need for prompt medi- 
cal attention in the case of overdose 


even if there arc no immcdialc symp- 
toms. 

Tho proposal published in the Fed- 
eral Register was the first stage in a 
process that technically could drag 
out for about 0 year before tho neW 
labeling would be formally required. 

As a practical matter, however, as- 
pirin manufacturers arc likely te 
start using the lobcling earlier be- 
cause there is little likelihood the re- 
quirement will not be made mandato- 
ry eventually. 
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
